CONLEY TERMINAL 
ISO 14001 CERTIHCATION 
SEC OND MASSPORT FACILITY 


In December 2003 the Conley Container Terminal 
was certified to the ISO 14001 by a third party 
registrar making Conley the second Massport 
facility (Hanscom Field was the first) to have a 
certified environmental management system (EMS). 
Conley is also one of the first Container Terminals 
in the United States to have this system in place. 


For most of 2003 a team of individuals from 
Massport were developing the EMS that will be 
implemented at Conley Terminal. The basis for the 
EMS is the Environmental Management Policy that 
provides the framework for Massport’s EMS and 
other environmental goals. 


ISO 14001 is a voluntary international standard 
issued September 1996 by the _ International 
Organization for Standardization. It identifies 
elements of an EMS necessary for an organization 
to effectively manage its impact on_ the 
environment. The ultimate objective of the standard 
is to integrate the EMS with overall business 
considerations and to _ continually improve 
environmental performance at a facility. 


Work has begun on the development of an ISO 
14001 EMS at the Tobin Bridge. The system 
should be completed by the end of 2004. 
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EPA Proposes Interstate Alr 
Quality Rule 


On December 17, 2003 the Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) proposed the Interstate 
Air Quality Rule. The rule was designed to 
dramatically reduce and permanently cap emissions 
of sulfur dioxide (SO2) and nitrogen oxides (NOx) 
from electric utilities. The rule focuses on 29 states 
that are contributing to the fine particle and ozone 
pollution in other downwind states in the Eastern 
United States. 


Substantial reductions of SO2 and NOx across a 
multrstate region will be a key component in 
achieving national healthbased air quality 
standards. SO2 and NOx contribute to the 
formation of fine particles and ground-level ozone 
B pollutants. These pollutants are associated with 
thousands of premature deaths and illnesses each 
year and also contribute to acid rain and regional 
haze. 


The proposed rule would cover 29 states, including 
Massachusetts and the District of Columbia. The 
EPA has found that the majority of these states 
contribute to unhealthy levels of fine particles and 
unhealthy levels of 8-hour ozone in other downwind 
States.

Waste Ban Reminders 


The following items are banned from disposal in 
landfills per the Massachusetts Regulations 310 
CMR 19.00 and 310 CMR 30.00. Contaminating 
waste with these items could result in rejection of 
waste or additional handling fees. 


Recyclable Paper — All paper, cardboard, and 
paperboard products 


Glass Containers — Glass bottles and jars 


Metal Containers — Aluminum, steel or bt metal 
beverage and food containers 


Single Resin Narrow-Necked Plastics — A soda 
bottle is narrow- necked a yogurt container is not.

Based on an assessment of the emissions contributing to interstate 
transport of air pollution and available control measures, EPA has 
determined that controlling measures from power plants in the 29 
states would be highly cost effective. States have two choices to meet 
the required emissions reductions. 


1.) Require utilities to participate in an interstate cap and trade system 
that caps emissions. 


2.) Meeting an individual state’s emission budget through measures of 
the state’s choosing. 


The proposed cap-and-trade program would result in significant 
reductions in power plant emissions. There would be an approximate 
reduction of 3.6 million tons of SO2 in 2010 that would ultimately 
reach 5.5 million tons annually. Additionally the NOx emission 


reductions would be between 1.5 million and 1.8 million tons by 
2015.

Leaves and Yard Waste — leaves, grass clippings, weeds, garden 
materials, shrub trimmings, and brush one-inch or less in diameter. 


Batteries — Lead-acid batteries used in motor vehicles or stationary 
applications. 


White Goods — Appliances employing electricity, oil, natural gas, or 
liquefied petroleum gas (refrigerators, washers, dryers). 


Whole Tires — Motor vehicle tires of all types. 


Cathode Ray Tubes — From televisions, computer monitors and certain 
scientific instruments.

Massachusetts

Clean Energy 


Many communities in 
Massachusetts are looking to 
other energy sources. This is 
being spurred by the prospect of 
large cost savings on energy bills 
and a growing interest by citizens 
to find  less-polluting energy 
sources. 


This movement is shown from the 
wind turbines in Hull, to solar 
panels in Somerville to energy 
efficient streetlights and hybrid 
vehicles in Medford and 
Cambridge. Communities as 
large as Boston and as small as 
Arlington are developing formal 
action plans that document where 
energy dollars are being spent and 
where energy reductions and cost 
savings can be found. Many 
reductions and savings can be 
found in buildings, streetlights, 
transportation or trash disposal. 


Since renewable energy sources 
are more readily available, many 
towns are supplementing 
traditional energy sources with 
solar panels, wind turbines and 
other clean-power sources that are 
being installed on _— school 
buildings and town offices. 


These programs reduce _ the 
region’s reliance on fossil-fuel 
power plant with the added 
benefit of saving taxpayers 
money. Local governments have 
major influence over energy 
consumption patterns. Examples 
of energy efficiency are important 
to serve as models that other 
communities can replicate.
